tion, and will be on hand for planting when early spring arrives. 

The ‘fall bulbs’’ can be planted during fall and early winter 
only. Mulch with leaves or straw immediately after planting. 

Plant all perennial flowers and strawberries in the fall just as 
you would in the spring. Don’t mound dirt over them, as they 
have fleshy crowns, and don’t mulch them until after the ground 
freezes, In early fall, plant Oriental Poppy roots two feet apart, 
in well-drained, sunny location. 

When planting trees, bramble fruits, and shrubs (including 
roses), be sure to mound them with dirt to prevent heaving 
from alternate freezing and thawing during the winter. Remove 
this mound of dirt gently in early spring after growth starts. 

How late can you fall plant? As long as you can work the 
ground, even if you have to break a frozen top crust several 
inches thick. It is only necessary that the soil underneath be 

- fine enough to pack well around the roots or bulbs. 

Trees and shrubs must lose their leaves and ‘“‘ripen-up”’ 
before they can be safely dug and shipped. Usually this means 
that shipment cannot be made until after October 15th. Be sure
